MALCOLM H. GARDNER AND AD- 
VANCED REGISTRY. 
(By H. E. Colby, in Kimball’s Dairy 
Farmer.) 

From Chicago to Delevan, Wis., is a 
very pleasant morning’s ride. You pass 
through a thoroughly delightful part of 
the Badger state. The district nearest 
Racine is devoted to raising vegetables,

place to general farming, especially to 
dairying. 

Delevan is a town that is known to 
every Holstein-Friesian breeder. In fact, 
it has little claim to distinction other 
than being the most ‘beautiful among 
Wisconsin’s smaller cities, except for 
the fact that it is the home of Maleolm 
H, Giardner and the headquarters for 
the H.-F.Advaneed Registry work which 
he is carrying on with remarkable ef- 
ficiency. 

An acquaintenanece with M. Gardner 
offers the easiest explanation for the 
exceptional progress which this work 
has made in the last few years.. To 
those of our readers who are advocates 
ot the Holstein-Friesian cow, no intro- 
duction is necessary. For the benefit 
of those who are less favored, Mr. Gard- 
ner’s picture appears upon this page. 

As a young man, he fitted himself for 
the practice of law. His professional 
education was supplemented by a elassi- 
cal collegiate course. The tastes which 
he cultivated during these years have 
remained with him, and as a result 
the library at his home is one of the 
pleasantest and most frequented rooms 
in the house, 

But Mr. Gardner was too good a man 
for any dry as dust profession. When 
lhe was planning ‘to begin his profession- 
al work, a Wisconsin farm came into his 
possession, which was much depleted 
through continuous cropping, Mr. Gard- 
ner had faith in farming and determined 
to restore health to himself and the fer- 
tility to the soil upon his farm. He 
was thoroughly awake to advanced theo- 
ries and naturally turned his attention 
to dairving, He took up his work as a 
young mian, endowed with a remarkable 
physique, a keen intellect, but with 
very little of this world’s goods aside 
from a heavily mortgaged farm. The 
first stock kept was of the Short Horn 
breed. It took but two vears, to con- 
vince him that these were not the eattle 
that he wanted. In 1883 he bought his 


$400 and was purchased from F. B. 
Wales, an Iowa breeder at that time 
the secretary of the Holstein-Friesian 
Association. The unusual price which 
he paid caused all his neighbors and 
friends to predict early bankruptcy. An 
evidenee of the way in which cireum 
stanees worked against the develop- 
ment of dairying was shown by an in- 
cident in the purchase of this bull. Mr. 
Gardner found it necessary to borrow 
$100 in order to raise the $400. He went 
to a party who had been perfectly free 
in making loans to him on previous oc- 
cassions, but when he stated the purpose 
for which he would use the money, the 
man threw up his hands in horror and 
absolutely refused to grant the loan. A 
banker who had been watching Mr. 
Gardner’s efforts had more faith, and 
the loan was secured; this bull was kept 
for a number of years and was easily 
worth $1,500 in the development of the 
herd. In 1884 two heifers were bought 
for $700, These were the first three 
registered Holsteins in the herd which 
was afterwards so famous for its 
milkers. 

In 1905 the herd was sold and Mr. 
Gardner took up the work as superin- 
tendent of Advanced Registry. At this 
time the farm was bringing in a net 
income of over $5,000 per year. The 
majority of this was from Holsteins. 
The famous Skvlark family formed a 
large part of the herd. Until Mr. Gard- 
ner, with some others, organized the 
Darien Creamery Co., cream was worked 
up into butter upon the farm and sold 
to an exclusive city trade. Every de- 
partment of the: farm work was under 
the direet supervision of Mr. Gardner. 
He could do anything that was neces- 
sary from the most common labor up to 
the skilled work of handling the cream 
and making the butter. Aside from 
this he did a great deal of journalistic 
work for the dairy interests. 

It was especially fortunate for the 
dairy interests that his attention was 
turned from his chosen profession to 
the dairy industry; for the popularity 
of the Holstein-Friesian breed is be- 
ing developed more rapidly and more 
effectively through thei Advanced Reg- 
istry work than through any other 
ageney. Of course breeding counts, 
but it is the records that have been 
established that make one animal or 
family more desirable than another. 
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Murthermore, it was a_ philanthropic 


act for Mr. Gardner to leave his 
breeding experiments and take a posi 
tion whose salary was so much_ less 
than his service would command, or 
than what he was making upon the 
farm, He realized the extent of the 
good that he could do the breed, and 
his friends, which means all breeders 
of Holstein-Friesian cattle, are more 
than pleased with the results of his 


services to the Association.

CATTLE IN CHINA. 





Consul Wilbur T. Gracey, of Tsingtau, 
transmits the following report regard- 
ing cattle in the Chinese province of 
Shangtung: 

In a few places in the province, espe- 
cially those towns where Occidentals 
ure living, the Chinese raise cows for 
milking purposes, and even the better 
class natives are taking kindly to the 
use of milk. It is the fear of typhoid 
germs in the milk that makes the sale 
of the tinned products so large among 
the foreign population of this country. 

Kifforts have been made to introduce 


German cattle in Tsingtau, but without 
suecess. The local cattle are appar- 
ently more or less iminune from the ef- 
fect of anthrax and other diseases, as 
they continue living and thriving even 
with these diseases prevalent about 
them. Foreign cattle, however, die al- 
most immediately. A few years ago 
the German Government ‘brought out a 
dozen of the finest breeds of German 
cows, but within two weeks after ar- 
rival they had all died. Last year Dr. 
Martini, a German bacteriologist, for 
many years chief assistant to Dr. Koch, 
was sent out here to investigate the 
cattle diseases, and endeavor to eradi- 
eate them within the German territory. 
He informs me that so far as he can 
discover the prevalence of anthrax has 
been greatly exaggerated, although un- 
doubtedly other cattle diseases exist. 
After a year’s investigation it was 
decided to bring out another shipment 
of German animals, which were sent 
from Germany in December last, and 
should have arrived here by the Gov- 
ernment transport in February. The cat- 
tle were in charge of a chief veterinary 
surgeon of the army, but unfortunately 
the ship on which they were transported 
in company with 1,100 troops was un- 
supplied with cold-storage appliances, 
and consequently was obliged to take 
on a stock of cattle at Suez for fresh 
meat. Some of these latter animals 
were apparently infected, and the en- 
tire lot of German eattle died before 
arrival of the ship at Tsingtau. 
Large Percentage of Fat—Butter Easily 
Made, 


1 am informed by Dr. Martini that a 
most curious faet has been discovered 
by him and his assistants in relation to 


the percentage of butter fat contained 


in the milk of the Chinese cows. These 
locally grown animals are much smalle1 
than our home cows, and give a much 
smaller quantity of milk, but it con- 
tains 7 to 8 per cent. fat. This increased 
percentage of fat is said to be due to 
the bean cake fed to the animals here. 
Peanuts and beans are grown through- 
out this provinee in large quantities, 
and crushed into peanut oil and bean 
oil, which is exported in large quanti- 
ties. The refuse from the mills is 
pressed into round cakes, measuring 
about 18 jnehes in diameter and two to 
three inches thick, which is largely ex- 
ported to Japan for use as a fertilizer, 
and is fed to cows, oxen and all draft 
animals. The bean cake when used is 
pounded up in rough granite mortrars 
and mixed with the animals’ food, and 
all domestic animals in this country 
seem to appreciate its peculiar flavor. 
The large percentage of fat contained 
in the milk here makes it unsatisfae 
tory for drinking purposes, especially 
for children, but it produces excellent 
butter in large quantities, there being 
very little waste material, and it is so 
easily manufactured that merely shak- 
ing the milk in a stoppered bottle for 


a few moments will produce butter.

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IMPORTANT TO OWNERS OF HOL- 
STEIN-FRIESIAN CATTLE. 


Replying to inquiries coming to this 
office in regard to the action of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of Amer- 
ica at the annual meeting in Syracuse 
last June as to the Semi-Official Yearly 
Test, the Superintendent of Advanced 
Registry would say that our Association 
at that meeting by proper resolutions 
endorsed such tests, and pledged the 
Association to the offering in the near 
future of prize money for their encour- 
agement. It is hoped that the Holstein- 
Friesian Association will be able to co- 
operate with the other associations of 
breeders of dairy cattle in the support 
of a National Dairy Register of Merit, 
conducted by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, and that yearly 
records of all Holstein-Friesian cows 
meeting the requirements will not only 
be published in the Holstein-Friesian 
Advanced Register, but also in the Na- 
tional Dairy Register of Merit. The 
present Holstein-Friesian System of 
Advanced Registration will be in no 
way affected by the authorization of 
the Semi-Official Yearly Test, the same 
being wholly optional; but the aduition 
of such tests will so round out our sys- 
tem as to make it nearly ideally per- 
fect. 


The establishment of any plan for 
the making of yearly tests requires 


time, and practically all such tests that 
are to be completed during the fiscal 
vear 1909-10 must be ‘begun during the 
present fiscal year. Many Holstein- 
Friesian owners will, no doubt, desire 
to take up the yearly test during the 
coming autumn, winter or spring, at the 
beginning of the next lactation period 


of their cows; and that such owners 
shall be at no disadvantage, in com- 


parison with the owners of other breeds 
of dairy cattle, this office is prepared 
to furnish al] necessary blanks, and to 
take charge of all such tests; the rules 
under which Holstein-Friesian semi-offi- 
cial yearly records are made being such 
as will not only admit the record of any 
animal to the Advanced Register, but 
also to the proposed National Dairy 
Register of Merit, provided that, at the 
date of the beginning of the test, such 
a co-operative Register shall have been 
established. Any modification of rules 
that it may seem desirable to make, in 
order that our Association may co-op- 
erate with ‘the other associations of 
breeders of dairy cattle and with the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture, will be duly announced. 

A semi-official yearly record is a ree- 
ord based upon a regular official test 
of the cow for a period of not less than 
two consecutive days in each month of 
that lactation period; the record begin- 
ning the fourth day after calving, and 
continuing during that period of lacta- 


tion but not exeeeding 365 days in 
length. The average per cent. of fat 
5 7 


found in the milk during the period of 
official test is used as a basis for com- 
puting the approximate amount of fat 
in the milk for that month; while the 
official daily production of milk is used 
as a check upon the owner’s report of 
the milk production for the non-official 
days of that month. Only A. R. O. cows 


are at present eligible to have their 
semi-official records reported and en- 
tered in the Advanced Register. The 


main points of the rules for the mak- 
ing of these tests are as follows:

calves before a yearly test may begin. 
The calendar day on which the cow 
drops her calf may be reckoned as the 
first day, and the owner may begin 
weighing the milk on the morning of 
the fourth day. The official periods of 
the test are conducted in all respects 
just as are our regular official tests; 
and any regular official test, or parts of 
the same if it be a long test, may con- 
stitute any one of these periods. All 
that is required of the owner in addi- 
tion is that he weigh each milking dur- 
ing the month and make a complete re- 
port to the Superintendent of Advanced 


Registry monthly, on blanks furnished 
him for that purpose, of the detailed 
produetion in milk of the cow for that 
month, making affidavit to the same. 
In the case of the loss of a milking the 
space is left blank ,and the milk esti- 
mated by this office in the same manner 
as it is now estimated by the supervisor 
in charge when a loss occurs in regular 
official test work. 

For all purposes of Advanced Regis- 
try classifieation, the age of any Hol- 
stein-Friesian cow is that at time of 
calving; but for the application of the 
seale of requirements for semi-ofticial 











yearly tests the animal will always be 
three days older, as the requirements in 
production apply to exact age at the 
beginning of the record. A heifer be- 
ginning her yearly record at just two 
years of age or younger must produce 
not less than 250 lbs. of butter fat with- 
in a period of not exceeding 365 con- 
secutive days; and for every day that 
she may exceed two years at date of be- 
vinning her record the requirement in 
butter fat is increased by one-tenth of 
a pound. This inerease continues till 
the requirement reaches 360 Ibs. of 
butter fat at the age of five years and 
five days, after which no further in- 
crease is made. No Holstein-Friesian 
cow or heifer of average capacity will 
be much troubled with these require- 
ments, and the object with owners will 
he to see how much they ean exceed 
them. 

Applieation for the conduct of these 
semi-official yearly tests is made to the 
State Agricultural College just as now; 
and it is desirable that a uniform 
charge for the traveling expenses of 
supervisors shall be made to all owners, 
so that all shall in this respect fare ex- 
actly alike. This plan now obtains in 
many States, and will probably soon be 
the rule in all.

ROUGH DIAMONDS.

A friend of mine made a trip around 
the world, and one day was riding on 
the back of a camel along the bank of 
the Tigris, when the following story 
was told to him by his guide: 

Many years ago in the Far East there 
lived a farmer named El] Hafed, who 
had land, and flocks, and herds, and a 
comfortable home. But he was discon- 
tented ,and told his regrets to an old 
Buddhist priest who happened to be 
visiting the place. ‘‘If I could find 
plenty of gold,’’ said El Hafed, ‘‘T 
would dispose of my farm, and live at 
my ease in the eity, and be happy, for 
there is nothing so valuable as gold.’’ 
‘*Gold is a cheap thing compared with 
diamonds,’’ said the priest in reply; 
‘ou would be rich for life with a 
handful of diamonds.’’ And then he 
told El Hafed about diamonds; what 
they looked like, and where they might 
be found. The latter grew more dis- 
satisfied than ever, and soon sold his 
farm and belongings and went hunting 
diamonds; but he never found them, 
and, at last, poverty stricken and 
broken hearted, he flung himself into 
the sea and perished. Next year the 
old priest visited El Hafed’s successor 
and noticed on a shelf a peculiar stone. 
His eves glistened with surprise as he 
asked: ‘Where did you get that?’’ 
“Out on the farm, near the creek, 
when watering my eamels,’’ said the 
farmer; ‘‘the place is full of them.’’ 
The priest caught his friend by the 
hand and danced around the room with 
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joy, exclaiming: ‘‘Why, man, your for- 

tune ig made. Diamonds! Diamonds!! 

Diamonds!!! ?? 

Then the guide flung his cap into 
the air and said: ‘‘If El Hafed had 
stayed at home and tilled his own land 
with his eyes open he would have been 
the wealthiest man of his time.’’ 

The Farmer is a Rough Diamond. 

Emerson says: ‘‘The true test of 
civilization is not in the census, nor 
the size of the cities, nor the crops, but 
in the kind of men the country turns 
out.’’ The farmer is a rough diamond. 
But— 

‘*A diamond in the rough is a diamond 
sure enough, 

And before it’s ever polished it’s made 
of diamond stuff; 

Yet, somebody must find it, or it never 
will be found; 

Then somebody must grind it, or it 
never will be ground, 

But when it’s found, and when it’s 
ground, and when it’s polished 
bright, 

That diamond everlastingly is giving 
out its light.’’ 

May I be permitted to quote from 
Tom Watson’s ‘‘Life of General Jack- 
son’’ an eloquent and well deserved 
tribute ‘to the pioneer farmers who 
opened up tie American wilderness. 
The words «are equally applicable to 
the early settlers who found this Prov- 
ince a forest and left it smiling fields: 

‘‘The historian, the orator, the 
painter have ‘been eager in the duty of 
blazoning the deeds of our pioneer mis- 
sionaries, lawmakers and soldiers. The 
names of these heroes live, and deserve 
to live, in letters of light upon the 
records of our country. But to our 
pioneer farmers justice has never been 
done. Theirs was a combat ealling for 
every soldierly trait of Capt. John 
Smith and Miles Standish. The patient 
courage which swung the axe in the 
depth of primeval woods was no less 
heroie than the bravery which made 
the musket conquer. The toil of the 
‘warrior’s march was slight by com- 
parison with the homely but exhaust- 
ing work of preparing the soil for the 
sowing of seed. The arrows of the red 
men were not more deadly to the sol- 
diers than the fevers which arose from 
the swamps and pulled down the set- 
tler as he struggled to open out his 
farm. The story of the pioneer plow- 
man is one of dauntless courage, of 
quiet heroism. He found this New 
World a wilderness, and he has well 
nigh made it a garden. His axe, his 
spade, his hoe, his muscle, his brain, 
his very heart and soul, have all been 
enlisted in the work.’’ 

There are about 170,000 farmers in 
the Province of Ontario. Most of them 
may lack some of the social graces 
that mark the dwellers in the cities, 
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but they loom large in character. Our 
governments recognize that they are 
rough diamonds, and are trying to find 
them, and grind them, and give them 
the polish that their personal and in- 
trinsic worth deserves. For this rea- 
son we have our Agricultural Colleges, 
Experimental Farms, Farmers’ Insti- 
tutes, Dairy Schools and well subsi- 
dized associations for every branch of 
agriculture. At these gatherings farm- 
ers rub together—‘‘diamond eut dia- 
mond *’—and so get a mutual polish. 

But, best of all, the farmer is finding 
himself. He has awakened from a sleep 
of prolonged infancy, has learnt that 
he is of age, and has come to claim his 
own. He now knows that— 

‘*A diamond in the rough 
Is a diamond sure enough,’’ 

and he is beginning to appreciate the 
best polishing processes. Some of these 
agricultural diamonds have been found 
and ground, and have been scintillating 
in the publie light. The Canadian 
farmer has commanded attention with- 
in our legislative walls, in the halls of 
education, and upon the public plat- 
form. Look at such names as Mills, 
Drury, Dryden, Monteith, Fisher, Rob- 
ertson, Ruddick, Creelman, Zavitz, 
Dean, Day, and a host of others, who 
shave made a reputation for themselves 
and for Canadian agriculture. And at 
the present moment a number of prom- 
ising young men from the farms are 
in training under the eyes of our gov- 
ernments, getting an academic polish 
at Guelph and elsewhere, and some of 
these are destined to bring still further 
glory to the sons of the soil. 

There Are Diamond Values in the 

Farmers’ Working Plant. 

The amount of money invested in 
agricultural land, buildings, imple- 
ments and live stock—practically the 
farmers’ working plant—is of surpris- 
ingly large value; and these values are 
genuine. The farmer never waters his 
stock to deceive the buyer—except, per- 
haps when he is selling his steers by 
weight. The money invested in the 
farm equipment of this Province is 
given as follows in the last published 
report of the Bureau of Industries: 
Land .... $661,199,920 $585,384,294 


Buildings... 273,414,187 226,575,228 
Implements 71,197,619 59,897,513 
Live stock 183,307,394 129,496,261 








Total ..$1,189,119,120 $1,001,323,296 

This total of $1,189,119,120 is equal 
to seven times the assessed value of 
Toronto, the eapital city of this great 
Province. It means, also, an average 
of about $7,000 for each farmer. It 
is interesting, too, from a social, finan- 
cial and economic standpoint to ob- 
serve that this immense amount of 
rural wealth is mueh more equally dis- 
tributed than in the case of any other 






bates 
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elass of people. In the cities great 
wealth and great poverty are to be 
seen, often side by side. But among 
farmers, while there may be no great 
wealth there is no poverty. During 
the five years 1901-1906 the value of 
the working plant of the farmers of 
Ontario has increased by about $188,- 
000,000, or fully an average of $1,000 
for each owner of a farm. 

Field Crops Have Diamond Values. 

The field crops of the Province for 
1906 were valued at $144,570,075, an 
increase of $16,244,427 over the show- 
ing of 1901. Some of these crops are 
rough diamonds, so to speak, and by 
skillful feeders are turned into the more 
polished balanced ration. They are fed 
to dairy cattle and other live stock, 
and in this way the richness of the 
land igs maintained, and even increased. 
By growing clovers, peas and other le- 
gumes up-to-date farmers are also able 
to snatch and store nitrogen from the 
air and thus give added wealth to the 
soil. The silo this winter is also prov- 
ing a sort of diamond mine to some 
farmers. 

Live Stock Have Diamond Values. 

The value of live stock in Ontario 
in 1906 was $183,307,394, a gain of 
$53,811,133 compared with 1901. The 
live stock sold or killed in 1906 were 
valued at $61,528,288, which is equal 
to one-third the value of the stock kept 
on hand. This fall and winter there 
has been an unusually heavy slaughter 
in both animals and prices; but many 
old and light milkers have been thus 
disposed of, and it is more than likely 
that some dairymen will be able to say 
with the Psalmist that it was good 
for them that they were afflicted, for in 
this way selection has been forced up- 
on them. Considerable of the live stock 
sold have been of a class similar to 
that described by a railway adjuster 
of claims, who remarked that it seemed 
to him that nothing improved the value 
of some breeds of live stock like eross- 
ing ‘them with a locomotive. 


Milk, Butter and Cheese Have Diamond 
Values. 


In this connection we may regard 
milk as the rough diamond, and butter 
and cheese as the polished articles. 
There is said to be a danger of Niagara 
decreasing in its flow, but everything 
points to an increased milk flow in this 
Province. The town and city milk sup- 
ply is becoming a most important fea- 
ture of Ontario dairying, and it never 
has had a real part in the deliberations 
of this body. Is it not time that a 


place for tthe discussion of this topic 
was given on our convention program? 
The production of clean, well-flavored 
milk for urban consumption, to be de- 
livered regularly, promptly and in best 
possible condition to the consumers is 
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a problem worthy of the best consid- 
eration of dairymen of every class, 
for the larger the town and city use 
of milk the better price there will likely 
be for milk for creameries and cheese 
factories, 

According to the last Crop Bulletin 
of the Bureau of Industries there were 
1,152,071 mileh cows in Ontario in 
1907. It is claimed that the average 
annual yield of milk per cow in this 
Province is about 3,500 pounds. This 
would make the total milk yield nearly 
4,000,000,000 pounds, worth about $40,- 
000,000. This immense yield could be 
greatly increased at a small relative 
cost by a system of testing, culling and 
general selection. It is caleulated that 
the first 3,000 pounds of milk given 
each year by a cow is only about suffi- 
cient to pay for her keep, which means 
that many cows give little or no profit 
to their owners. The profit, then, must 
come from what the cow gives over 
actual cost standard of 3,000 
pounds. In that case the Holstein cow 
Boutsje Q. de Kol Pietertje of the On- 
tario Agricultural College dairy herd 
must be a gem of the first water, if 
one may dare to use the word ‘‘water’’ 
in connection with a milk yield. This 
excellent animal, during the twelve 
months, October 27th, 1906, to October 
26th, 1907, gave a total yield of 20.778 
pounds of milk. The butter fat aver- 
aged 3.76 per cent., varying from 3.0 
to 4.3 per cent., and totalling 781.91 
pounds (or the equivalent of 912.22 
pounds of butter), valued at $190.38. 
During the thirty days of November 
she gave 2,522 pounds, compared with 
an annual yield of 3,500 for the average 
Canadian cow. In one week she gave 
643 pounds, and in one day’s milking 
she yielded 96 pounds of milk.

Now a Boutsje, like a Kohinoor or a 
Cullinan diamond, is not to be picked 
up every day. But selection, testing 
and feeding will be sure to improve 
any herd, and so make the chances of 
finding another Boutsje more likely. 


Our Factory Men Are Rough Diamonds. 


The men who manage the butter and 
cheese factories of Ontario deserve con- 
sideration and support. They have 
done much to bring credit and gain to 
Canada by the excellence of their pro- 
duct. Our dairy schools are doing much 
to inform and polish them. May they 
be more than ever ambitious to excel 
in the markets of the world. Long may 
they give to us the cheese that we de- 
light to taste, with its exquisite nutty 
flavor and mild, fetching tang, and that 
tender, mealy yet firm body that dis- 
solves upon the ttongue like a sweet 
dream on the waking mind. And ever 
may our creamery men make for us 
that glorious butter which reminds us 
of the odorous breath of the cow and 





the aroma of the sweetscented clover 
pasture, and whose delicious flavor lin. 
gers on the palate like the memory of 
a first love.
